Reprieves, Must Die Today 


Case Leaves Trail of 


Washington Attorney, Who Repeatedly Saved Mississippi 
Slayer From Gallows, Loses in Fourth Attempt. 


Legal Complications. 


In spite of the air mail, long distance 
telephone and efforts of a young Wash- 
ington attorney who had been admitted 
to the bar of the United States Supreme 
Court only three days before he filed 
his first important case, Robert Percy 
Lofton, convicted slayer, must hang to- 
day at 11 o’clock in Magnolia, Miss. 

Three times Lofton’s life was saved by 
eleventh hour reprieves obtained by 5S. 
Robert Young, Washington attorney 
and former secretary to Senator Pat 
Harrison, of Mississippi. Struggling 
against time, Young succeeded in hav- 
ing postponed the execution of Lofton 
three times, each within a few hours 
of his scheduled hanging, only to have 
his motion for a writ of certiorari de- 
nied Fuesday by the highest tribunal 
in the country. 

When Lofton dies today, his case will 
be closed as far as’he and his attorney 
are concerned, But it will leave a trail 
of legal complications which may affect 
criminal jurisprudence in Mississippi 
for years to come. . 

The Mississippi law provides that 
when a convicted and sentenced crim- 
inal is at large during the time his ap- 
peal is before the State Supreme Court, 
the appeal must remain pending until 
he again presents himself before the 
Court. 

In Lofton’s case, however, the Su- 
preme Court of Missfssippi dismissed 
the appeal after L: ‘ton had been out 
of custody for a vear, thereby establish- 
ing what may be a precedent setting a 


limitation on the time a convicted pris- 


oner may remain at large before his 
appeal is void before that body. 

Lofton was convicted at Magnolia, 
seat of Pike County, Miss., of the mur- 
der of J. Earle Westbrook on August 
3, 1926. Westbrook, who was chief of 
police of McComb, Miss., had ap- 
proached Lofton .to arrest him on a 
charge of forgery. The two shot it 
oul, In a pistol duel, and both were 
wounded, Westbrook succumbing in a 
hospita:. 

Sentenced to hang December 1, 1926, 
Lofton escaped from the Pike County 
Jail Christmas Day of that year. He 
was found September 3, 1928, serving a 
sentence for burglary in Calgary, Al- 
berta, Canada Strangely enough, S. 
Robert Young was given the. task of 
appealing to the State Department in 
behalf of Senator Harrison for a pardon 
for Lofton so that he might be brought 
back to Mississippi: on the murder 
charge. 

Lofton was seine to be hanged 
November 2, and Young was called to 
defend the man he had been instru- 
mental in bringing back to carry out 
his sentence. The Washington lawyer 
obtained a ten-day reprieve on the 
night of November 1, a four-day re- 
prieve on the night of November 12. 
and a fourteen-day reprieve on the 
night of November 15, all by telephone. 
Tuesday. his motion was denied by the 
United States Supreme Court, and Lof-

remain in prison until trial. 


Passes Day Reading. 


The rosy-faced gambler, of whom his 
friends say that he wouldn’t have 
harmed a hair op Rothstein’s head, 
spent, the holiday absorbed in litere 
ature. Described as one of the faste 
est gamblers in the country, he hag 
accepted his imprisonment as an ‘uns 
fortunate, but necessary inconvenie 
ence. 

For all Banton’s gentle offers of con« 
ditioned immunity, it was reliably said 
tonight that he will never talk about 
what happened in room 349. He will 
not explain why -he summoned Rothe 
stein to 349. He will not undertake 
to explain how his coat happened te 
be abandoned there.. He will not name 
the two or three friends who were in 
the room while Ruth Keyes, the “free 
lance .model,” chatted there. 


His defense, it is said, will be one 
of delightful inference. Is it not pose 
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sible that somebody else used his name 


to call up Rothstein? Is it not pos- 
s:bie—he was drinking heavily—that 
he just happened to go out without 
the coat? Is it not possible that he 
left the room before the shooting? 

The burden of proof will rest upon 
the State. It must first of all, his 
counsel will contend, place Rothstein 
in room 349, which McManus occupied 
under the name of George Richards. 
it must place McManus in there at 
the same time. It then must prove 
either that he fired the shot or en- 
tered into a conspiracy with another 
man to have Rothstein shot. 


Not Expected to Talk. 


But, if his present decision persists, 
he will never tell what happened. 
The “break,” if it is to come, must 
come from the others in the room. 

At 11 o'clock tomorrow morning 
McManus will be granted a hearing 
before Judge Mafhcuso in general ses- 
Aions on the short affidavit charging 
him with shooting Rothstein. His at- 
torney, James PD. C. Murray, decided 
today that he will consent to Banton's 
suggestion of a postponement. 

“In view of the fact that Mr, Mc- 
Manus dropped in to see Mr. Banton 
As a convenience,” Murray said, “I cer- 
tainly shan’t object to postponing the 
hearing until Monday.” 

By noon tomorrow, Mr. Banton said, 
the grand jury will hand down its in- 
dictment. Thus charged, McManus’ 
chances of freedom prior to trial be- 
come nil. 

The names of the other two men tIn- 
¢ticted with him will not be disclosed 
until they are arrested. They are be- 
lieved to be the men in room 349 at 
the time of the shooting. More, they 
are known to have incited the mur- 
clerer. 


Three Remain Mystery. 


Nor could anything more be learned 
about the so-called “three musketeers 
of room 349"—John and Jane Doe and 
Richard Doe, the legendary figures in 
thousands of unsolved crimes—for 
whom search warrants were obtained 
last week. 

Their identity and the part they 
Played Banton is keeping a deep, dark 
and intriguing secret. 

“Ha, ha,” is his answer. 
What make a good mystery.” 

As a result of an unexpected incli- 
mation of some witnesses to talk, the 
grand jury will have heard less than 
30 witnesses when it completes the 
Rothstein case. Originally Banton in- 
tended to call no Jess than 80, but the 
first witnesses have apparently given 
him what he wanted. 

With the homicide angle disposed of, 
the grand jury will immediately take 
up the matter of the plundered files. 
Twe huge steel filing cases removed 
from Rothstein's apartment on Fifth 
avenue are now in the possession of 
the investigating body and will be 
studied tomorrow afternoon

60,000 Papers in Files. 


No less than 60,000 separate memo- 
renda are housed in these files, and 
many are believed to be missing.

“The crops harvested in the autumn of 
1027 were in the aggrecate of approxi- 
mately the same magnitude as those | 
©f 1926 and larger than in any previous | 
year except 1915 and 1920.

“Tt is true that the increase in agri- 
cultural production both over a long 
riod of time and during recent years 
as been decidedly less rapid than that 
in the production of manufactured and 
mineral products. The demand for 
farm products, which are for the most 
necessities of life, tends to in- 
crease little if any more rapid than 
population. On the other hand, there 
ig practically no limit to the demand 
for manufactured commodities, many 
of which are in the nature of seml- 
Guxuries or luxuries.

Viscount Cecil, one of the presidents of the 
British League of Nations Union, favors ‘“‘ab- 
solute mathematical equality in both tons and 
guns between the British and United States 
filavies,” according to a dispatch from London, 
He observes that the whole matter of disarma- 
ment has been treated 
for experts and too little as a question of large 
policies.”” So he an expert himself, 
and proposes a gun for gun and ton tor ton 
program—a program that takes place alongside 
Representative Britten's proposal in the ultima 
thule of absurdity. 

The United States, says Viscount Cecil, “‘may 
Mesire to raise the question of the freedom of 
the seas.” He thinks that acceptance of the 
principle of the right of neutrals to trade with 
belligerents, subject to the old rules of block- 
ade, might be advantageous to Great Britain, 
provided the United States would join in an 
agreement to enforce the principle, once Great 
Britain had accepted it. 

Viscount Cecil apparently that the 
League of Nations has attempted to scrap the 
principle he favors. One of Mr. Wilson’s 
fourteen points dealt with the freedom of the 
seas, but this point was abandoned when the 
tovenant of the League of Nations was fram- 
ed. There are to no neutrals, under the 
acheme of the league. 

The question of the freedom of the seas will 
arise whenever the maritime powers become 
involved in war. The United States, 
natural position is that of a neutral when for- 
eign war is raging, will enjoy the freedom of 
the seas or be denied that freedom according 
to its ability to protect its ships of commerce. 
“The old rules of blockade” were scrapped dur- 
ing the last war, together with rules concern- 
ing contraband war. A ship anywhere, 
loaded or in ballast, was subject to seizure 
under extemporaneous “international law” 
manufactured by the British privy council. In 
modern warfare as practiced in Europe every- 
thing is contraband and everything is ulti- 
mately destined for the enemy and is there- 
fore good prize. 

It may be that the nations are beginning to 
berceive the absurdity of the League of Na- 
tions scheme for. abolishing neutrals. Great 
Britain, at any rate, shrinks from the prospect 
of attempting to boycott a nation offending the 
league, only to run up against an American 
demand to leave neutral commerce alone or 
suffer the consequences. In such a contin- 
gency the “freedom of the seas’’ would be no 
longer an academie question, to be settled by 
a little confab in Canada or elsewhere. 

Before a situation arises in which the United 
States might be forced to go to war to stop 
invasions of its freedom of the seas it is pro- 
posed to strengthen the United States Navy, in 
order to make it bad policy for any foreign 
figet to interfere with American neutral com- 
merce. Foreign governments can always 
maintain peace with the United States by re- 
specting its rights on the high seas and else- 
where. The United States Navy is under no 
Obligation to blockade any country, as the 
British navy is obligated. The warships to be 
built by the United States are to be used solely 
for defense, in maintaining the freedom of the 
seas. If the British navy were controlled by 
the same policy it would not matter if the 
fleets were not substantially of the same 
strength. 
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KEEPING CROOKS OUT. 

The Government has wisely decided to close 
the door before the tiger gets in. There will 
be little opportunity for criminals to fleece 
Christmas mail of valuables this year while in 
the temporary employ of the Postoffice De- 
partment, for the Civil Service Commission has 
provided for finger-printing all applicants, 

Every applicant for postoffice work during 
the Christmas rush season will be required to 
give wath as to whether he has been charged 
or indicted for crime or misdemeanor, or ar- 
rested for any offense whatsoever. In addi- 
tion, finger prints are being taken and checked 
with records of the Department of Justice to 
weed out the criminal] element. 

It has been a favorite game of crooks to se- 
cure positions with postoffices in the larger 
cities during the holiday rush. As mail truck 
drivers, loaders and laborers in the mailing 
rooms they had excellent chances to rifle 
Christmas mail. One man who had em- 
bezzled funds from the Cleveland postoffice 
and served three years in Leavenworth applied 
under a fictitious name for a job in the Detroit 
postoffice, and was caught through the finger- 
print method. Another under indictment for 
a hold-up in Los Angeles was caught applying 
in the Philadelphia postoffice, The Civil Serv- 
ice Commission estimates that postal authori- 
ties have reduced thefts from Christmas mail 
by 50 per cent since the finger-print system was 
inaugurated. ‘ 

The commission is establishing finger-print- 
{ng systems in 250 cities, and plans are under 
way for taking the prints of every person who 
enters the Federal civil service. Any prac-

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AMERICANS AS TRAVELERS. 


America has become a nation of travelers. 
Statistics have just been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Labor to show that during the first 
eight months of this year 318,419 citizens of 
this country departed for visits to other lands. 
The American Automobile Association makes 
the startling estimate that 44,000,000 tourists 
—more than one-third of the population of the 
United States—have made long motor trips this 
year, 

During the first nine months of 1928. pass- 
ports were issued to 163,319 United States 
citizens, showing an increase of 21.4 per cent 
over 1927. It is estimated that expenditures 
of American tourists will reach a total of nearly 
$1,000,000,000, which is $100,000,000 more 
than the total for the last calendar year. This 
represents only the money expended in foreign 
tours, to which must be added untold millions 
speut by tourists within the United States, 

This mobilization during the summer months 
is having a notable effect on American life. 
The residents on the Atlantic seaboard and 
Middle West are no longer ignorant of condi- 
tions on the Pacific coast, in Florida, and in 
the Rocky Mountain region. National parks 
and expansive playgrounds of the West are 
luring Easterners to take long vacation trips, 
as the great cities of the East ever attract 
citizens of the more sparsely settled States. 
Thus Americans are coming to know their 
country better, and in that extended knowl- 
edge are strengthening the basis of national 
unity and understanding. 


MR. HOOVER'S LAST REPORT. 


The American people swept Mr. Hoover into 
the Presidency in one of the greatest land- 
slides ever recorded, largely because they be- 
lieved that he was best able to maintain the 
prosperity that they now enjoy. Because he is 
President-elect, and because, as Secretary of 
Commerce, he played a highly important part 
in developing prosperity, more than ordinary 
interest attends his last official report as a 
member of Mr. Coolidge’s Cabinet. His ro- 
port as Secretary. of Commerce for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last, made public this 
morning, will be read with the greatest in- 
terest. | 

If there be scoffers to question the prosperity 
of the United States, they should be silenced 
by Mr. Hoover’s report. The document stresses 
“the remarkable continuity of the prosperity 
of the United States during recent years and 
its prevailingly upward trend.” 7 


America’s prosperity is illustrated by a table 


of “major economic indexes,” “It will be 


seen,” says the report, “that of the ten indi- 
cators presented only four show an average 
for 1927-28 lower than for the preceding fiscal 
year.” The report gives cogent explanations 
that should satisfy even the most credulous as 
to why these four showed declines. 

The level of wholesale prices has remained 
remarkably steady for the last six years and 
the steadiness of the wholesale price index 
has been manifest In the prices of the major 
groups of commodities. Prices of farm prod- 
ucts averaged considerably higher than dur- 
ing the preceding fiscal year, as against a 
slight decrease in other commodities consid- 
ered as a group. Retail prices in recent years 
have been even steadier than wholesale. After 
the break in 1921-22 the semiannual indexes 
of cost of living have not varied from one 
another by more than 5 or 6 per cent. The 
last two fiscal years have shown a slight de- 
cline in the cost of living.

The United States has a distinct advantage 
over al] other of 
lighter-than-air dirigi- 
bles for transoceanic national!

After extensive investigations the Bureau 
of Mines has found that the Cliffside natural 
gas structure northwest of Amarillo, Tex., will 
be the main source of helium for Government 
dirigibles for some time to come. Since the 
United States began the use of helium for its 
lighter-than-air craft during the 
Petrolia gas field, Texas, has been the prin 
cipal source of supply. The Cliffside gas, 
however, is twice as rich in helium as the 
Petrolia field. A new plant for recovering 
helium from the natural gas by a cooling proc- 
ess ig under construction, Plans are under 
way for storing the surplus to insure to the 
Government a sufficient supply for many years. 
The Bureau of Mines also plans construction 
of three purification plants for restoration of 
helium after it has been used. 

The Navy Department has made contracts 
for construction of two air liners of tar greater 
dimensions than the Graf Zeppelin. Huge sup- 
plies of helium will be necessary to ‘fill their 
gas cells. The dirigible Los Angeles, which 
is not as large as the famous German airship. 
required more than 2,500,000 cubic feet of 
helium.~ While the United States is the only 
nation having a commercial supply of this im 
portant gas, the domestic supply is not in- 
exhaustible. The Bureau of Mines has shown 
commendable foresight in conducting research 
to discover new supplies and in throwing safe- 
guards about the sources now available, 

Helium gas is a natural resource apparently 
peculiar to this country. Congress should not 
lose sight of that fact. The Navy is soon to 
take leadership in development of lighter-than- 
air craft, as shown by the construction pro- 
gram referred to.

Candles From Coal 

New Orleans Times Picayune: Yes, 
they are now making Christmas candles 
out of coal. This, to be sure, is done 
only in an experimental way as yet, but 
give the scientists time. No, we do not 
refer to those black candles that may 
be purchased occasionally and which 
are sometimes called voodoo candles 
and are burned on the steps of super- 
stitious enemies by hard-hating negroes 
“to put a conjure on 'em.” The real wax 
candles made from coal are, in fact, not 
black at all and can, with great diffi- 
culty only, be distinguished by the 
chemist from the wax candle of regular 
commerce. Nor can these be made 
from all coals. It is in a coal from the 
Mesa Verde district in Southern Utah 
that the peculiar wax content has been 
discovered by the United States Bureau 
of Mines. That bureau extracts from 
a ton of Mesa Verde carbon thirty-two 
gallons of tar, and finds that the tar 
is 11 per cent wax. The Mesa Verde 
coal is, geologically speaking, much 
younger than other American carbon- 
aceous deposits, but whether youth has 
anything to do with the wax content 
has not been explained. Nevertheless 
coal wax is with us, and the coal candle 
an actual fact. — 


SHORT WORDS. 

Is it true that the English language 
is about to transform itself into a 
language full of short words, spoken 
with a rapid, staccato utterance? That 


is the dismal prospect suggested by. 


Prof. Otto Jespersen in his lecture de- 
livered to the British Academy: and no 
doubt there is much evidence in favor 
of the conclusion, says the London Post, 
A language that has dispensed with in- 
flection is on the way to “monosyl- 
labism”-—a word which, by the way, 
goes comfortably far to correct the 
tendency which it names. Then there 
is also the subtle influence of slang, 
which tends always to invent some 
short, sharp substitute for any word 
thet places the least strain on the 
tongue; and popular custom inevitably 
adapts itself to the line of least resist- 
ance. Then, again, there is the influ- 
ence of the American vernacular, which 
is becoming more and more potent in 
this country, thanks to its vivid, pic- 


turesque and humorous quality, which 
so easily disarms resentment of its vul- 
garity 

It is easy to believe, with Prof. Otto 
Jespersen, that the tendency to mono- 
syllabism {s stronger in English than in 
any Other language. Any one who dab- 
bles in verse making i. painfully aware 
of the difficulty of avoiding those 
Strings of monosyllables which are so 
fatal to rhythm and cadence 

And yet there mary be hope For, 
whatever may be the syllabic degenera- 
tion of their language, the English peo- 
ple retain their simple affection for 
long words. When no other utterance 
of Mr. Churchill’s ts remembered, his 
phrase about “terminological inexacti- 
tudes” will be cherished with affection. 
And, after all, whatever may be said 
against monosyllabism, it can be no 
bad thing that the habit of using 
Simple words for simple things should 
be encouraged. There ts much virtue 
in calling a spade a spade, instead of 
an agricultural implement. 


BUGS EAT A FOREST, 


Conservationists, says the New York 
Sun, will find discouragement in the 
news that the timber in the Modoc 
National Forest in California is to be 
cut because of ravages of pine beetles. 
That region !s said to contain the 
largest stand of virgin timber in the 
United States. Part of it is owned by 
the Government, but an even larger 
part ts in private ownership. 

The Bureau of Entomology was asked 
to recommend to the Forest Service a 
way to fight the insect pest. The bu- 
reau reported that it could undertake 
curative measures at a cost of $500,000; 
that the alternative would be to cut 
the timber. 

Private owners are declared to have 
refused to bear their share of the cost. 
As they own much more timber than 
the United States does, it has' been 
decided that the trees shall be cut. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad is build- 
ing a branch line into the region to 
haul out the lumber. 

In seven years, insects are said to 
have destroyed 506,171,000 board feet 
of timber in this region. In spots, one 
out of every four trees has been ruined. 
The United States can not hope success- 
fully to fight the pest tn its own forest 
areas if there is to be no similar effort 
at control in the larger areas round-

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POINCARE WING FIGHT 
ON MILITARY BUDGET 


New Paris. Cabinet Defeats 
Radical Chiefs—Premier 
Gains Strength. 


FACES REPARATIONS TEST 


Paris, Nov. 29 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—The 
new Poincare government established 
its authority over the chamber of dep- 
uties today by passing the military 
budget with a vote of 385 against 195. 
The “savior of the franc” split the 
radical-socialists and undid the effect 
of their congress at Angers, which tor- 
pedoed the Poincare cabinet of na- 
tional union. 

Most of the radical-socialists voted 
for the military budget despite the 
efforts of Edouard Deladier, leader of 
the left wing of the radicals, to main- 
tain discipline in the ranks and pre- 
sent a united front against Poincare. 

Radicals and socialists asked that 
the military budget be shelved until 
it had been considered by a special 
committee. Henri Cheron, to whom 
Poincare relinquished the portfolio of 
minister of finance, promptly met this 
suggestion with a declaration that the 
government would resign if the motion 
were passed. The impressive vote in 
support of the Poincarists followed. 


Poincare Majority Increased. 


Poincare’s majority today was in- 
creased by 55 over the first vote of 
confidence received by the govern- 
ment he formed on Armistice Day, the 
new adherents coming from the lib- 
erals and radicals. 

Today’s vote shows that the move by 
Deladier and Caillaux to drive Poin- 
care out of power by forcing the resig- 
nation of four radical ministers was 
ill-timed. 

The sentiment of the chamber today 
was that it was necessary to pass the 
budget as it stunds and leave Poincare 
in control until he either obtains set- 
tlement of the entire reparation prob- 
lem or fails in the attempt to do so. 


Facing a Hard Fight. 


In his self-constituted role of 
“minister of reparations” it is already 
apparent that Poincare is facing a hard 
fight. Agreement between the allies 
over the status of the experts who will 
aeek to revise the Dawes plan is not as 
complete as has been annovuced. 

There is a -marvrec ciff rence of 
opinion between British and French 
leaders over the position of the German 
experts. The British want them to be 
in the same position of independent 
authority as the allied experts. Poin- 
care is reported to be opposed to this 
and the manner in which the experts 
are to be officially appointed—through 
the reparations commission—makes it 
technically possible to maintain the 
German experts in the position of out- 
siders Compromise on this situation 
appears necessary before further prog- 
ress can be made.

land. The book itself was produced 
under the editorship of Dr. Gore, 
former Bishop of Oxford, who was the 
editor of the famous “Lux Mundi” and 
ls regarded as the greatest living Eng- 
lish theologian.
